At the political meeting held on 
Monday evening there was great ex¬ 
citement throughout. The meeting 
opened with Mayor Butchart in the 
chair. After requesting for the 
speakers, the usual courtesy always 
extended by Vulcan audiences, the 
chairman then called upon Mr. F. C. 
Potts, of Calgary.- Mr. Potts, upon 
rising, expressed the regret of all that 
Mr. Fulton, the candidate was unable 
to be present, due to a serious attack 
of illness which had confined him to 
bed. The speaker then spoke upon the 
greatness of the Dominion of Canada 
and its greatly deversified interests, 
pointing out that the crop of 1920 in 
the three prairie provinces were re¬ 
ported to be worth one billion dollars, 
while the field products of the Pro¬ 
vince of Ontario in the same year was 
reported to be worth one billion, two 
hundred and ten million dollars. This 
indicated that the elector should make 
a earnest effort to realize before cast¬ 
ing his vote, the effect of his aq£ion 
not only "upon this -district and pro¬ 
vince, but upon Canada as a whole. 
He spoke earnestly for development of 
Canada’s many resources and citing 
the moving of young men from Can¬ 
ada to United States, because the pro¬ 
fessional and mechanical opportun¬ 
ities in Canada were so exceedingly 
limited. Mr. Potts pointed out that 
the United States of America realized 
when they attempted to meet the 
competition' of Europe that success 
could not be obtained unless the 
manufacturers were assisted by the 
government in the way of protection 
to meet the lower cost of production 
in Europe that day. At thd close of 
Mr. Potts’ speech, the chairman then 
called upon Lteut. Col. N. B. Peacock, 
of Calgary, who dealt in a more de¬ 
tailed manner with the question of 
tariffs, comparing the effect of pro¬ 
tection and increased population of 
the United States in the past hundred 
years. The speaker urged the people 
the rtecessity of re-establishment of 
our dollar by increased production, 
particularly in the manufacturing of 
goods and the decreasing of imports 
to the lowest possible points. At the 
close of th« Colonel’s speech the au¬ 
dience was given an opportunity to 
ask such questions as were pertained 
to the discussion of the speakers, 
whose replies were apt if they did 
not give full satisfaction to the ques¬ 
tioners. Both speakers and the au¬ 
dience displayed a tolerance and good- 
fellowship, which made the occasion a 
real pleasure.

Canada leads the world in its tre¬ 
mendous annual fire losses, according 
to the official annual per capita fire 
losses of all the countries of the world 
for 1920—and it leads the rest of "the 
world by a very substantial majority. 
Millions and millions of dollars were 
lost in 1920; and thousands of men 
and women and children were burned 
to death. To bring the fire scourge 
before the. people, the federal govern¬ 
ment set the month of October as fire 
prevention month, with October 9 as 
the National Fire Prevention Day. 

Alberta shares with the other pro¬ 
vinces the burden of this national ash 
heap.

Interesting Editorial On Subject P' nB A,i ve, Feeding and Selling x Room of Woolworth Store. Fire- 

of Canada’s Missing Population ' ,)reMged Meats . men Suffer Injury 


J Dr. Peter H. Bryce, until recently 
i Medical Superintendent for the Fed¬ 
eral Department of Immigration for 
Canada, is reported in The Globe of 
! Toronto as saying that Canada has 
! lost in the ten years ending in 1920 
one million of the two and a half mil- 
' lions of immigrants who came to that 
country in the past twenty years. 
These immigrants, he says, “had gone 
on because, under forty years of pro¬ 
tection, Canada had not developed 
conditions which made it worth while 
for these people to stick.” 

Americans readers of these words 
will do well to remember that in the 
election campaign now in progress in 
the Dominion the tariff is again to' 
the fore as one of the principal issues. 1 
Yet, even granting that fact, it would 
seem that it is in order for Canada to! 
ask, as she is now asking, where has I 
this missing million of immigrants 
gone, and why? Tariff and protec¬ 
tion may have had something to do 
with their silent departure, but it also 
seems quite probable that climatic 
conditions and other elements may. 
have contributed. Last September, 
for instance, New York witnessed*^ 
novel scene in its streets—that of 
many families in automobiles and 
trucks leaving this city for new homes 
in Idaho. They had been induced to 
make the change by the glowing pro¬ 
mises of agents who had lands to dis¬ 
pose of in the Far West, but in the 
past week word has come of the dis¬ 
illusionment of these homeseekers, 
who find themselves cut off . from 
ready access to railroads, and in what 
they now perceive is a situation where 
they can never realize the hopes with 
which they set out from Brooklyn in 
September, and facing a winter of de¬ 
privation and suffering. 

It seems not improbable that some¬ 
what similar facts may account for 
Canada’s missing million of immi¬ 
grants. Building new homes in a new 
land i£ not an enterprise foi'-any but 
the hardy and adventurous to enter 
upon. It may be, as a Canadian ob¬ 
server says, there are thirty million 
acres of fertile prairie soil waiting 
for settlers in the Canadian North¬ 
west, lying close to existing railway 
lines; but except for those familiar 
with farming operations and supplied 
financially for a long campaign in 
making those prairie acres blossom as 
the rose, one or two Canadian winters 
would probably discourage the new 
settlers, especially if crops should be 
a failure, and in that case they would 
silently pass on in their quest, many 
of them, as we know, turning to the 
southward, where climatic and other 
conditions are more favorable. Some 
of these immigrants, the Mcnnonites 
for instance, who do not believe in 
war and who refused to answer the 
call of their newly adopted country, 
have gone south, some to the United 
States, and all, eventually, if arrange¬ 
ments can be made, will go to Mexico. 
Climate, tariff, education, and social 
and religious conditions all have pro¬ 
bably played their part in the tragedy 
of Canada’s missing million. But 
whatever the causes, their departure 
is a matter of concern in a country 
that badly needs population, for only 
by settling up its hew lands can the 
burdens Canada is now bearing as a 
result of the war be reduced and 
national prosperity be assured. 

Meantime an item of daily news 
brings encouragement to Canadians 
who may be disturbed about the mis¬ 
sing million. It is reported from Vic¬ 
toria, B.C., that one thousand families 
from the British Isles will come -to 
British Columbia and settle in the 
Stuart Lake region. These are pro¬ 
bably only the vanguard of other 
British emigrants who may now see in 
Canada or the vast tracts of unsettled 
land in Australia the door of opport¬ 
unity to build homes in the new lands 
of the empire. . 

HOSPITAL AT FOREMOST 

Through the co-operation of the 
provincial government, the Red Cross 
society ha6 been able to complete 
plans for the re-opening of the Hos¬ 
pital at Foremost. This institution 
was closed owing to crop conditions in 
that district and the people requested 
the Red Cross to take it over. 

The provincial headquarters of the 
Red Cross are this week sending 
nurses and supplies and the institution 
which has a capacity of nine beds, 
will be re-opened under their adminis¬ 
tration. 

The provincial headquarters is still 
busy sorting and dispatching clothes 
to the areas where relief is needed. 
Officials said today that further dona¬ 
tions of old clothes wil} be thankfully- 
received at all times'. - They should be 
sent to the provincial headquarters, 
Red Cross, O’Sullivan Block, Calgary. 


An old country newspaper which 
we have just received gives an in¬ 
stance of something like the same 
thing that is happening here now. 
“At a meeting of Lincolnshire Farm¬ 
ers’ Union yesterday the case was 
mentioned of a farmer who sent 200 
bags of cabbages to Covent Gardens, 
each containing 36. They were sold 
for £15 Os 6d. Railway charges were 
£9 10s 9d; cartage £1 13s 4d; and 
commission, t 3 16s—a total of £16. 
The producer received three 2d stamps 
for 7200 cabbages.” So that it looks 
as if Canada is not the only plac£ 
where the producer is getting the 
worst of it. 


Shipping Canadian cattle over to 
feed lots in France, Belgium or Hol¬ 
land, finishing them there, slaughter¬ 
ing and delivering the meat fresh on 
the Smithfield or other British mar¬ 
kets, is a suggestion which Hon. Geo. 
Hoadley, minister of agriculture, has 
been considering for some time, and 
which he took up with Dr. J. H. Gris- 
dale, during his recent visit to Ottawa. 

In interviews which he has given to j 
the Edmonton papers and correspond¬ 
ents, he points out that Canada al¬ 
ready ha^the rail and ocean transpor¬ 
tation facilities to move the cattle 
over where they- would be given an op¬ 
portunity to recover from any shrink 
or injuries which they might sustain 
on the trip:® Canadian vessels could 
even be secured to take the fresh kil¬ 
led meat over to the United Kingdom. 
This he suggests should be a federal 
government activity, since they have 
all the facilities and cattle would not 
only be shipped over from tire west, 
but also from the east. If necessary 
or advisable Canadian grain could 
also be transported for' feeding the 
animals. 

One of the principal advantages in 
slaughtering over in Europe is the 
wider market which prevails there for 
the various by-products. 

Mr. Hoadley also believes that if 
this step was taken'that it would also 
be a factor in the eventual removal of 
the embargo against our cattle in the 
old country, which at present does not 
look particularly favorable. 

He does not see any chance to com¬ 
pete with South Americans in the 
frozen or chilled meat trade, and 
thinks this means of supplying the 
British or the European markets with 
fresh killed meat would help to solve 
some of our difficulties.

A reprint of an article 
giving an outline of the development 
of Canadian literature by' Miss Marion 
Lockhart is being sent through the 
mails to teachers and others interest¬ 
ed. It is hoped that teachers will 
make use of the material contained in 
this article for a series of talks to 
their pupils during this week. 

The associated publishers in Can¬ 
ada have decided to offer 500 Cana¬ 
dian book prizes for school essays on 
Canadian literature. Teachers w-ho 
set essays on this subject are asked to 
send those they consider the best to 
Findlay I. Weaver, executive secret¬ 
ary, Canadian Authors Week Cam¬ 
paign, 203, Adelaide Street, West, 
Toronto. The 600 best essays will be 
selected by a committee nominated by 
the Canadian Authors’ Association. 

When the essays are forwarded for 
competition, particulars as to the age 
of the pupil should be attached as this, 
information will be taken into account 
in awarding the prizes. December 81, 
1921, is the closing date for receiving 
essays. Alberta has a large number 
of men and women who have attained 
fame in the field of literature. Doubt¬ 
less this essay competition will show 
that amongst the boys and girls in 
the public and high schools there is 
talent which later will help us to hold 
our place as a literary people. 

30,000 CANADIAN 

CATTLE TO BRITAIN 

In Six Months—Splendid Trade Is 
Shown Embargo or No

A splendid revival of the Canadian- 
export cattle trade to Great Britain 
is now to be recorded as far as Mon¬ 
treal port is concerned. Up to date 
30,000 head of Canadian cattle have 
been shipped to Britain on local ships 
during the past six months, and with 
several ships still to be loaded, the 
35,000 mark may be reached before 
the season closes. Those in 'charge 
of the local movement in cattle 
stated today that Britain embargo or 
nor embargo next season will see a 
great increas* In what was once one 
of the basic exports of Canada.

I Fire which started in an unaccoun¬ 
table manner in the basement of the 
| Woolworth store on Eighth avenue at 
Center street, Calgar.v. early Saturday 
morning, did upwards of $200,000 
damage, when it completely gutted 
the Woolworth store, the Royal Bank 
chambers, above the store and the 
second floor of the Royal Bank build¬ 
ing and gave 86 firemen of the city 
fire department one of the bitterest 
battle in below zero weather they 
have had for years. 

It took six hours of hard, and often 
dangerous fighting, with the mercury 
standing at 20 below zero, and the 
w-ater freezing them into solid cakes 
of ice as they worked, for the fire¬ 
men to conquer the blaze. The forces! 
from all fire stations in the city were I 
engaged on the fire. Four of the! 
firemen w : ere injured during the | 
operations, one of them rather | 
seriously, but none of them danger¬ 
ously. The blaze raged from shortly 
after-6 in the morning till nearly noon 
before the 13 streams of water pour¬ 
ing into the burning building stoped 
tlie progress of the flames. 

Origin of the blaze has not yet been 
ascertained. There is no boiler room 
in the basement of the Woolworth 
stores. Since they draw their supply 
of heut from the boilers under the 
Royal Bank offices, next door. Wil¬ 
liam Ketfer, manager of Woolworth's 
believes that some s’ort of combustion 
must have occurred among the large 
quantities of goods stored in the kuse- 
e ent . f the stores. 

Damage done by the fire will toial 
‘>200,000, as ’,1 .L,e as estimate; ?culd 
make it Sunday night, when a partial 
survey of the wrecked buildings was 
possible. The heavy sufferers are 
Wpplw.iiths’..whose loss Mr. Keffer 
iielieves will amount to more than 
$50,000, possibly $75,000, though he 
would mrkc no effort at a close estim¬ 
ate. The less is practically all cover¬ 
ed by insurance. The Woolwo.-th 
block, which includes the Royal Bank 
building on the comer of Eighth and 
Center street, was damaged to the 
extent of $100,000. It is covered by 
insurance and is owned by the Globe 
Realty Co. of Montreal, the realty de¬ 
partment of the Royal Bank. 

Smaller losses include those of the 
Royal Bank itself, from smoke and 
water, the large number of physicians’ 
offices on the second floor of the 
Woolworth store, which were all 
cleaned out, and the offices of the 
Royal Bank provincial inspector’s 
staff above the Royal bank, which was 
also cleaned out. The greater part of 
the total loss Is covered by insurance.
